The dialect spoken by the Bhils in the Edar State, in Mahikantha, very closely 
agrees with the preceding skeleton grammar, as will be seen from the two specimens 
which follow, Tbe Bhils of that district are commonly called Pungri Bhils, from the 
neighbouring Dungarpur, and "their dialect is also known as Dung^ri, 

The first specimen is a version of the Parable of the Prodigal Son, and tbe second 
an account of the way in which the Bhils contract their marriages.
